
meets West in historic summit 


WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Ronald Reagan and Soviet Leader 
Mikhail S. Gorbachev on Tuesday 
signed a historic treaty to eliminate 
intermediate-range missiles and 
together vowed to work toward a 
more ambitious arms control pact 
during their three days of summitry. 

"We can be proud of planting 
this sapling which may one day 
grow Into a mighty tree of peace, 
Gorbachev said at an elaborate 
signing ceremony in the White 
House east room that was tele- 
vised live In both nations. 

"Ronald Reagan said that for the 
first lime in history the language of 
arms control was replaced by arms 
reduction. In this cuse, the com- 
plete elimination of an entire class 
of US and Soviet missiles." 

President Reagan added that 
"we can only hope that this history- 
making agreement will not be an 
end In inself, but a beginning." He 
said that under the treaty, more 
than 1,500 Soviet nuclear war- 
heads would be removed from 
European soil and destroyed within 
the next three years. Bnd 400 
American warheads would be dis- 
mantled. 

The two leaders sat side by side 
to sign the agreement under the 
bohemian cut-glass chandeliers of 
the east room, the largest and most 
formal of the state reception rooms 
and the site of presidential news 
conferences. 

The 24-minute ceremony was 
broadcast live In America and the 
Soviet Union, as were separate 
remarks by the Iwo leaders just 
moments later in the state dining 
room. 


THE SUPERPOWER summit in the 
United States drew a positive re- 
sponse from around the globe 
Tuesday, although many hoped for 
even more progress toward world 
peace. 

Pope John Paul II said Roman 
Catholics are praying that the US- 
Soviet summit in Washington will 
reduce the threat of annihilation. 
“We all know how great an effort 
is needed so that the threat of nu- 
clear catastrophe can be reduced 
while waiting for It to be defini- 
tively overcome." The pontiff told 
a small crowd gathered in the rain 
in St. Peter's square In Rome on 
the feast day of the immaculate 
conception of the Virgin Mary. 

John Paul also stressed the 
need for the protection of human 
rights and the rights of peoples as 


Weapons 

The treaty covers medium -range 
and shorter-ranae nuclear missiles 
which will be destroyed within a 
three-year period after the pact 
takes effect. The United States will 
scrap 464 around- launched cruise 
missiles scheduled for deployment 
in Britain. West Germany, Belgium, 
Italy and the Netherlands. A total of 
256 have been deployed. The Un- 
ited States also will scrap 108 
Pershing 2 missiles deployed In 
West Germany. 

The Soviets will scrap what they 
say are 243 Triple-warhead SS-20 
missiles in Western Europe, 112 
SS-4 missiles, about 20 SS-23 mis- 
siles and 110 to 120 SS-12 mis- 
siles. 

Negotiations 

The negotiations began in 1980, 
a year after NATO agreed to the 
deployment starting in 1983. The 
deployment was In response to (he 
SS-20 deployments started a de- 
cade ago by the Soviets. The talks 
have been going on under Reagan 
since 1981. 

One of the unusual provisions in 
the US-Soviet treaty to eliminate 
intermediate-range nuclear 
weapons allows the superpowers 
to launch unarmed missiles to get 
rid of them, according to a pub- 
lished report Monday. The treaty 
allows the Soviets to launch un- 
armed SS-12 and SS-20 missiles 
eastward, the Washington post re- 
ported. The treaty, for the first time, 
Includes intrusive verification proc- 
edures that will send hundreds of' 
Soviet inspectors to Western 
Europe and the United States and a 
corresponding American contln-

gent to the Soviet Union. 

Gorbachev, In his remarks in the 
state dining room, underscored 
Soviet differences about Reagan's 
star wars missile defense plan. 

"People want to live In a world In 
which they would not be haunted 
by the tear of nuclear catastrophe," 
the Soviet Leader said. "People 
want to live In a world in which 
American and Soviet spacecraft 
would come together for dockings 
and joint voyages, not for star wars. 
People want to live in a world in 
which they would not have to 
spend millions of dollars a day on 
weapons which they could only use 
against themselves," Gorbachev 
said. 

Earlier in the day. Reagan 


escorted Gorbachev to the oval 
office after a formal arrival cere- 
mony on the White House lawn. 

After an hour of private talks, the 
meeting was expanded to include 
secretary of State George Shultz, 
National Security Adviser Colin 
Powell, White House Chief of Staff 
Howard Baker, Soviet Foreign 
Minister Edward Shevardnadze, 
Former Soviet Ambassador Anatoly 
Dobrynin and others. 

Presidential spokesman Marlin 
Fitzwater said the leaders discus- 
sed human rights, arms control and 
strategic arms reductions. They 
formed two working groups, one on 
arms control and another on hu- 
man rights, regional and bilateral 
Issues, that will report back to the 
principals.

In Japan, the only nation to be a 
target of nuclear weapons, the 
Asahi evening news said: "It is 
heartening to see this sort of com- 
mon sense being reflected in the 
superpower accord to abolish the 
INF and even though these missile 
systems form only a small part of 
the world's nuclear arsenal, the 
accord still rates as one of the 
most significant In the history of 
disarmament," It said In an edito- 
rial. 

‘The summit is expected to 
bring further progress In strategic 


nuclear disarmament talks — the 
next major issue alter the INF. But 
while it will be good to see quick 
working-level progress there, we 
hope the superpower leaders will 
go about the task steadily and 
cautiously. They definitely need to 
unknot their feelings of mutual su- 
spicion and try to understand and 
trust each other more..." 

West German Foreiqn Minister 
Hans-Dietrlch Genacher on Tues- 
day said he was optimistic the 
Washington superpower summit 
and the US-Soviet arms reduction 
agreement were "In the interest” 
of the Middle East region. 


At the end of their first meeting {

"The Soviet side la satisfied wiOi 
the businesslike beginning of the 
summit," said Soviet Foreign 
Minister spokesman Gennady 
Gerasimov, summing up the Amer- 
ican view, Fitzwater said. "They 
feel very good about the first meet- . 
ing." He said the session was 
devoted generally to an overview of 
the agenda. 

In all of their public comments, 
the two leaders emphasized hopes | 
of moving toward a more ambitious \ 
accord to cut long-range strategic | 
weapons - the world's most deadly i 
arms - by half. 

Speaking to reporters at a news 
conference a few hours before his j 
departure from Cairo Genacher 
said the ongoing summit meeting 
in Washington between US^ Pre- 
sident Ronald Reagan and Soviet 
Leader Mikhail Gorbachev re- 
flected an improved Fast-West cli- 
mate. 

"We think the problems In this 
region will be solved through im- 
proved co-operation. We do not 
want to see the East-West con- 
flict imported to this area. VM 
want to see a situation where East 
and West co-operate In order o 
bring about a peaceful solution w 
this area," Genscher said.

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Arabs urge summit to deal with Mideast conflicts 


NICOSIA, CYPRUS (AP) - The 
Arab World lauded Wednesday the 
US-Soviet missile accord and 
urged President Ronald Reagan 
and Soviet Leader Mikhail Gor- 
bachev to seek solutions to end the 
Jran-lraq war and the Arab-lsraell 
Conflict, 

Palestine Liberation Organization 
Chairman Yasser Arafat said Krem- 
lin leaders had assured him that 
Gorbachev would insist that the 
Palestinian problem be given 
"second priority,” after the Gulf 
war, once the accord on eliminating 
intermediate-range missiles was 
signed. 

Speaking upon arrival in Kuwait, 
he said the Soviets would press 
"that the Palestinian problem take 
precedence over the issue of 
Afghanistan." His remarks were 
carried by the Kuwait News Agen- 
cy, monitored in Nicosia. 

Syria, cautioned that agreement 
between the two leaders on the 
39 -year- old Arab- Israeli conflict 


was unlikely because Washington 
would not alter Its bias towaro the 
Jewish state. 

Egyptian Minister Esmat Abdel- 
Meguid said he hopes the summit 
would "open the way to resolving 
regional conflicts, especially In the 
Middle East like the Palestinian 
problem.” Newspapers in Kuwait, 
the closest Arab country to the 
jran-lraq war front, warned that 
international security remains In 
jeopardy because of the 7-year-old 
conflict. 

The English-language Kuwait 
Times said: "what they now grasp 
as a miniscule pact, is In essense 


strong foundation to support an 
enduring edifice of real and true 
peace. But, it 9ald, "The real test 
of superpower capability to lead 
the world toward peace lies In their 
effectiveness to bring this tragedy 
(the Gulf war) to a speedy end." 

Kuwait has been Increasingly 
threatened by Iran, which claims 
the Kuwaitis actively back Iraq’s 


war effort. "President Reagan and 
Mikhail Gorbachev must be kidding 
themselves if they believe that the 
US-USSR relations would not be 
the first casualty If this conflict were 
not extinguished at the earliest 

P ossible moment,” the ’Kuwait 
lines’ said. 

Kuwait’s dally 'Al-Ral Al-Amm’ 
said Gorbachev and Reagan were 
" playing their cards skilfully to fulfil 
their own interests and preserve 
iheir influence at the expense of 
other peoples and nations." 

In The United Arab Emirates, the 
Dhabi newspaper 
Al-lttihad’ said the missile accord 
was "the first and most important 
step in nuclear arms limitation."

Dubai s dally ‘Al-Bayan’ charged 
that the Soviet Union and the Un- 
ited States have "no honest will" 
toward Middle East Problems. 

The state-run Syrian newspaper, 
Tishrin’, which generally reflects 
government policy, said: "The two 
superpowers have reached the 
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minimum agreement on the road to 
eliminating the nuclear threat, and 
this Is what has created an atmos- 
phere of optimism and content in 
the world.’ 

But, it said, "What would the 
world win if full agreements are 
reached on dismantling nuclear 
arms, while the hotbeds of tension 
spreading all over the world remain 
unsolved? 

"The most significant of those 
hotbeds is the grave situation in the 
Middle East region, which resulted 
from the occupation of Palestine 
and the unlimited American sup- 
port for the occupiers,” Tishrin 
said. 

State-run Damascus radio said: 
"We are confident that the two 
leaders will discuss this important 
issue. But would the Reagan admi- 
nistration accept legitimate rights 
sought by the whole world?"

Jordan’s oasis

AL AZRAQ. YOU take the long, 
curving road east of Amman, join- 
ing the convoys of vegetable- 
laden trucks rumbling to- 
wards Saudi Arabia. The land is 
stony and arid: you pass colonies 
of black bedouin tents, and the 
rusting, overturned wrecks of lor- 
ries that never reached their des- 
tination. In time, the road passes 
the Umayyad hunting todge, Qasr 
Amra, finely preserved some 
1,200 years after it was built for 
Syrian kings. 

And then you reach what la still 
one of the world's great cross- 
roads of migrating birds, the Al 
Azraq oasis. For 10.000 years , 
the oasis has been a largely un- 
hindered congregation of vast 


numbers of birds traveling be- 
tween the western Sahara and the 
Soviet Union, between Sudan and 
Europe, between Eurasia and the 
Red Sea. 

But now, many have been driven 
away as the demands of modern 
life inexorably drain Al Azraq of its 
waters. Artesian wells pump the 
water away to the contlnueously 
growing Amman. 

The more pessimistic ecologists 
here now echo the gloomy view of 
the President of Jordan's Royal 
Society for the Conservation of 
Nature, Mr Anls Muasker. who 
says that unless the pumping falls 
below Al Azraq's power to refill, 
then “there Is little hope that the 
oasis will survive." 

The anger felt over the bleeding 
of Al Azraq is not confined to na- 


turalists and village-dwellers. Al 
Azarq is seen as a natural trea- 
sure, an expression of the 
desert's beauty and riddles, which 
should be revered as such. "The 
pumping is a crime," says a lead- 
ing Amman publisher, passio- 
nately. "Some countries would kill 
to have wildlife like that”. 

Al Azarq has indeed been a 
wondrous kingdom. Here were ea- 
gles and vultures; buzzards and 
kestrels; ducks and heron, and be- 
low were wolves and hyena, li- 
zards and oryx, gazelles .and Jack- 
als. Its wealth has eroded. Arselan 
Ramadan, a former army officer 
who is now a naturalist photogra- 
pher, has pictures of 160 different 
species of birds at Al Azarq. 

"But the number is dwindling," 
he says, "because the water, the 
main attraction of Al Azraq, is be-

ing pumped out." Some ecologists 
say as many as 90 per cent of 
Azraq's former transit visitors now 
flock northwards instead to Lake 
Tiberias or Iraq. Can anything 
bring them back? Ramadan 
shrugs: "Amman must have 

water." 

The debate over Al Azraq has 
far from run Its course, it raises 
questions about the balance of 
nature, and the rhythms of its 
change, across an entire commun- 
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ity. Some people ask why more 
desert should be created in a 
country that has too much of It 
Others have been led to reflect 
that a city becomes more, nol 
less, greedy for resources the 
more it expands. 

The people of Amman must 
have drinking water; no one di- 
putes that. But Al Azraq Is enllrely 
natural. Its waters flow slowly 
through underground streams 
from the Syrian mountains around 
Jebel Al Azraq. If nalure Is snub- 
bed, who knows what its wrath 
might do In revenge. 

The debate, since full-scale 
pumping began five years ago. 
also arises out of a renewed 
sense of Arab pride in Arab cul- 
ture. People are loath to be seen 
treating one of Its more remart- 
able landmarks so derisively. 

Environmentalists also point lo 
the threat from pumping to the vill- 
agers of Al Azraq, who have mile 
enough to survive on as it is. Hall 
the area is Inhabited by Druze, 
who came from Syria during World 
War I. The other half Is occupied 
by Shlahan Muslima who fled from 
the Bolshevik Revolution. Beyond 
salt-mining from the reservoir dur- 
ing the dry months, there Is little 
for them. The land supports a li- 
mited amount of rearing and a (aw 
ahanty-town stalls have been 
knocked up for the truck-drivers. 

Hydrologists from the University 
of Jordan aay that exceBBlw 
pumping could lower the ground- 
water table of the oasis. This 
could cause the salty water In.the 
mudflat above to seep down, des- 
troying the marsh, the farmers 
wells and the pools used for drink- 
ing water. 

It is said that since the artesian 
wells were built, the water level m- 
aide them has dropped oy 
1-1/2metres. There Is aso 
resentment that some water new 
reaches any homes. The Jordan 
Water Authority, which has tried io 
reduce pumping from Al Azraq, 
concedes that a quarter or moreo] 
the piped drinking water Is 
through leakages.

THE CHAIRMAN of the Royal 
Jordanian Airline (RJ). Mr AN Ghan- 
dour said Monday that the state- 
run carrier expected profits of JD 
1,700,000 for this year (1987). He 
said that the RJ, which was still 
named "Alla” at the beginning of 
this year, was gradually moving 
towards privatization of the com- 
pany, ana was reducing its debts 
by selling its planes and then hiring 
them. 

In addition, Mr Ghandour said 
that privatization was needed In the 
Arab world, and that he forsaw an 
Arab merger of the major carriers 
where the carriers in North Africa 
would be combined Into one, a 
second merger between Sudan 
and Egypt (the Nile Valley), the Gulf 
States, and finally a group of the 
Arab Peninsula, between Jordan, 
Iraq, Syria and Lebanon. 

Speaking to reporters at a press 
conference in his office on the 
occasion of the RJ 24th 
anniversary, the Chairman and 
Chief Executive Officer of the RJ 
said that the company had suffered 
three years of losses (1984-1986), 
owing to prevailing conditions In 
the region as a whole and to the 
international air transport situation. 

• The RJ found itself suddenly in a 
very dlflcult situation, whereby pas- 
senger traffic and revenues de- 
creased dramatically in those three 
years, Mr Ghandour said that after 
Jreara of profit and traffic growth in 
•the Past years, the Rj became 
[nore determined to Innovate and 
succeed, “This year", he said, 
company figures Indicate a posi- 
tive turn after the losses Incurred in 
the last three, years.”.

The Jordanian carrier also has \ 
engineers and mechanics to In- 
spect its aircraft in such area sta- 
tions as Houston, New York, 
Athens, Cairo, Abu Dhabi and 
Aqaba. In other cities, where it 
does not maintain its own en- 
gineering crew. ALIA contracts 
with other reputable agents to 
handle its technical requirements. 

In turn ALIA provides mainte- 
nance inspection and rectification 
work for almost all the airlines fly- 
ing into Amman and a few that fly 
into Abu Dhabi on the Arabian 
Gulf. Pakistan International Air- 
lines had in 1980 asked the Jorda- 
nian carrier to handle its technical 
matters in the Gull city. Ras Khal- 
mah, and KLM and Air France dur- 
ing 1980 wanted ALIA's Houston 
crew to assist in the insepctlon 
and repair work of thBir aircraft in 
that city. 

in recognition of ALIA's high 
technical standards and Amman's 
growth as a regional air transpor- 
tation center, Lockheed Corpora- 
tion and Rolls Royce Ltd. had In 
1980 chosen the Jordanian capital 
for the establishment of a $37 
million engine overhaul facility. 

The new regional center had 
serviced and overhauled the Rolls 
Royce engines on five new TrlStar 
LiOll's re-purchased by ALIA, in 
1980 as well as on those TrIStars 
belonging to other international 
airlines. The first two new ALIA 
TriStars were delivered In Novem- 
ber 1981.

Highlights of the 
European Film Week 


TWO OF the most distinguished films that were shown at 
the European Film week lately held at the RCC were the 
French and the British ones. Eric Rohmer's "Nights of the 
Full Moon” and James Ivory’s "Room With a View” both 
share the same theme; they both explore human relation- 
ships and deal with the turbulance of young love. But since 
they are set almost a century apart in time it Is very Intrigu- 
ing and sometimes amusing to note how attitudes have 
changed and values differed. 

The action of the French film is set in the contemporary 
eighties, and centres around Louise and her various men 
friends. Remi is the lover she lives with; Octave Is the friend 
on whose support she counts, and a fleeting "one night 
stand" who serves only to prove that her relationship to 
Reml is more comitting than she was willing to admit. 

Rohmer explores this "non-comlttal" attitude to relation- 1 
ships with sympathy and understanding, yet there is an un- 
mistakable undertone of disapproval. The director's view of 
the situation is hard and is therefore rendered with preci- 
sion as he evokes the coldness and emptiness of Louise's 
loneliness and solitude. 


Lucy Honeychurche’s relationships, on the other hand, 
belong to a totally different world altogether. Based on E.M. 
Forster's classic novel, "A Room With a View" is set In Vic- 
torian England at the turn of the century. Young Lucy is va- 
cationing in Italy where she falls in love with the handsome, 
impetuous but not quite respectable George. 

In character with her "upbringing" she goes home back 
to England where she gets engaged to the more acceptable 
and "correct” Cecil Vyse, a priggish, snobbish and bookish 
gentleman who in no way matches the man who had swept 
her off her feet in Florence. The film, however, ends happily 
with all muddles cleared up as Lucy breaks off her en- 
gagement to Cecil and |6 eventually reunited with George. 
The final shot is that of the honeymooners back in Florence 
in their room with a view. 

The tone of the film, unlike the more harsh and condemn- 
ing one of "The Nights of the Full Moon” is that of light- 
hearted humour and good-natured satire. The result is a 
poised and affectionate comedy of manners that neither 
judges nor condemns. It contrasts with the attitude of the 
French film (one that is taken from a series called "Com- 
edies and Proverbs") where the comedy is tinged with bit- 
terness and the proverb dissected with surgical precision.

Throughout the Indus trie Used world 
and increasingly here in Jordan, 
millions of people work on rotating 
shifts. These workers include 
pilots, airline hostesses and medfc- 
al personnel such as doctors and 
nurses. They can spend their entire 
adult lives on jobs that rotate each 
week or each month. 

The earth's spin on its axis cre- 
ates day and night. A time-keeper 
within the human body responds. 
This “biological clock ,f helps reg- 
ulate changes in body temperature, 
hormone production and many 
other body functions to cyclic 
variations in day and night illumina- 
tion. As a result, when the person 
changes shifts, his natural rhythm 
is disrupted. 

It may be 8 a.m., bul the body 
may feel it is midnight, and this Is 
called “occupational jet lag". This 
... i , .. ls ver V similar to the 
Jet lag that results if you have 
frown throughout multiple time 
zones, and It lakes several days for 
your body to adjust. 

It has long been known that shift 
workers tend to have disturbed 
patterns of sleeping and eating, as 
well as altered social and family life. 
The Star went to visit the University 
Hospital in Amman and talked to 
some of the nurses and doctors 
there. 

Nurse Haifa Al-Mefleh, a nurse 
f° r 13 years says: "The nurses work 
on 3 shifts; the first or (A) shift: 7 
a -™- - 2 p.m., the second or (B) 
shf 5i. 2 .R- m - " 9 P- m - and the third 
or (CJ shift: 9 p.m. - 7 a.m. the next 
morning. The shifts change every 
month. Working on the (d) shift is 
very tiring indeed, and after 
finishing at 7 a.m., the nurse will go 
home to shower, change, have 
some breakfast and relax for an

hour or two before trying to sleep

"Trying to sleep a( the wrong 
time" says Nurse Hayfa, "is very 
difficult indeed, it results In Insom- 
nia and a general feeling of not 
being quite right.

‘Our shifts", he says, "lead to 
disturbed eating habits, chronic in- 
somnia and stress. A lot of resi- 
dents get duodenal ulcers and high 
blood pressure which might in- 
crease the risk of coronory artery 
heart disease." 

"Socially, I do not have any time 
at all to myself. Thank God I am not 
married, otherwise I would not have 
any time to spend with my family I 
have no time at all to see my 
fri ends, to play any kind of sports 
and [ do not practice any hobbies. 
In other words, my social life does 
no exist. I go home after being on 
call, to sleep throughout the night.

1) Extended shifts, say three or four 
weeks on the same schedule, are 
better than shorter ones. The body 
clock needs time to reset itself. 

It may help in case of residents If 
they were on call every fifth night 
Instead of every third, to give the 
body sufficient time to adjust be- 
fore the next night on call. The 
resident would have more time to 
sleep, to socialize and to practice 
any hobbies he might have. 

2) The order of shift rotation Is 
important, ideally a change from 
day to evening to night. 

3) Tolerance of shift rotation varies 
widely among people. 

4) Exposure to bright light also may 
help reset the biologic clock after a 
shift change, but more study Is 
needed about this experimental 
therapy.

A SPECIAL plane will fly the skies 
of the Kingdom "above the 
clouds" next week In an artificial 
rainfall project which is aimed at 
increasing the amount of rain wat- 
ers in Jordan. 

Dr All Abanda, director general 
of the Medteorologlcal Depart- 
ment told the Jerusalem Star 
about the details of the artificial 
clouds and rain project In Jordan. 

Actual preparations for the 
project started in October 1986 
when two American experts from 
North Dakota University, Dr Jony 
G ringer and Senior pilot Roger Ti- 
brl, arrived in Jordan on 25 Oc- 
tober 1986 for a one week visit 
aiming to implement the artificial 
rainfall idea in Jordan. 

The Meteorological Depart- 
ment arranged for those two ex- 
perts to meet officials at various 
government authorities to discuss 
the possibility of making this 
project a success. 

Later the government signed a 
contract with the Weather Modlfi- 
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Jordan's new rain- making plane 


cation, Inc, which in turn sent four 
experts in November 1980 to Jor- 
dan. The project's equipment and 
supplies were shipped to Jordan 
Including the cloud duster plane 
on 24 November 1086. The wea- 
ther mobire radar was shipped to 
Aqaba in January 1087. 

A committee known as the "rain 
committee" was formed, chaired 
by Dr Abanda, comprising 15 
members from the various authori- 
ties. The committee's objective 


was to ensure full co-operation 
from the concerned departments 
In the project and to conduct the 
'necessary research and decisions 
about the project's timing and 
places. 

The committee last met on 8 
December 1980, with full attention 
by all members who decided to 
join efforts to make the project a 
success. The first phase of the 
project was effected during 
December 1988.

The economics of 

pharmaceuticals 


ONE OF the good news 
items In Jordan is the phar- 
maceutical Industry. It 
started, at a very modest 
scale, In 1964 and de- 
veloped Its structure into 
five companies producing 
human drugs and drugs- 
related products and two 
vet products. 

The human drugs Indus- 
try Is currently producing 
more than JD 18 million, of 
which 70 per cent is ex- 
ported to many countries 
In the Middle East, Africa, 
Canada and some South- 
East Asian countries. In 
1985 the balance of trade 
in drugs was in Jordan's 
favour. In other words, Jor- 
dan has exported more 
locally-produced phar- 
maceuticals than It has im- 
ported. However, this was 
a short-lived blessing, and 
the balance tipped in 
favour of Imports In 1986. 

The export figure of 
drugs In 1986 was In ex- 
cess of JD 15 million, while 
the total food export In the 
same year was JD 43 mil- 
lions. If we compare the 
volume of investment, 
wWch was put In each 
activity, the drugs Industry 
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Our prices are both appropriate and reasonable 
besides the fact that they are within the finan- 
cial capacity of everyone • 
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would pass with flying col- 
ours. 

Yet, It must be remem- 
bered that this promising 
industry stands to face 
rather difficult challenges 
ahead. One of those is the 
increase in the number of 
rising new Industries in the 
traditional Jordanian ex- 
port markets. Moreover, 
the Industry must face up 
to the technological and 
innovatlonal changes that 
are taking place in this In- 
dustry. Unless the Industry 
finds ways to pool its 
efforts, In order to improve 
on Its already good stan- 
dards, and enhance its 
marketing efforts, It might 
face towards grim pros- 
pects. 

This industry, however, 
started under less favour- 
able conditions In the early 
sixties. At that time, It was 
a funny matter just to think 
of producing high-tech 
items, such as phar- 
maceuticals. To fight the 
already established trade- 
names was an impossible 
dream. That dream turned 
out to be a reality. 

Nowadays, the people 
who are In charge of the 
various firms, are young, 
energetic, enterprising, 
and can find, In the naze of 
competition, a room for 
co-operatlon and co- 
ordination . They must 
make an honest effort to 
build an Industry In the true 
sense of the word. They 
have a chance to become a 
leading Industry - I beg 
your pardon, the leading 
industry In Jordan. 

To do that, two condi- 
tions must be met. Firstly 
they must build a research 
capability to produce new 
Items, to get International 
accreditation, and to forge 
ambitious future plans.

Glittering Christmas trees, the 
snow covering rooftops and 
streets, and people happily walking 
l he streets rooking for trees to buy. 
This atmosphere reflects a kind of 
special joy, love and peace that 
accompanies the holy day. Christ- 
mas is sharing with others; it is the 
time for giving and loving. It is the 
occasion on which families get 
together, celebrate and forget their 
grudges. 

The feeling of peace prevails.

According to Reverend Musa 
Aden, director of "Jordan Carilas", 
a Yugoslavian archbishop by the 
name of Saint Nicholas, went 
around town around Christmas 
time to distribute presents to the 
poor as a kind of sharing, charity 
and support. The Archbishop had 
white hair and a long beard. Natur- 
ally, he wore red. so the tradition 
went on, whereby people dressed 
up as Saint Nicholas, {Santa Claus 
for short) and took up the tradition 
of helping the poor to celebrate 
Gftnstmas. As for Christmas trees. 

It is said that they have to do with a 
priest, and some German tribe who 
used to worship trees. 
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Saint Bom Faclus explained to 
those tribes that they should 
worship God and not trees. He cut 
down the "holy trees" and deca- 
nted them. Since then, people 
picked up the habit of having deco- 
rated Christmas trees. 
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Reverend Adeli described Christ- 
mas celebrations in Bethlehem be- 
fore the Israeli occupation of the 
holy Arab land. "In those days." he 
said Bethlehem enjoyed peace and 
joy. People felt the true meaning of 
Christmas and had the freedom to 


celebrate it. On 24 December, 
crowds of people, from Bethlehem 
and the other towns ol Palestine, 
used to gather to meet the Latin 
Catholic Patriarch of Jerusalem 
James beltritt, who arrives at Beth- 
lehem In a car.

UNLIKE MANY Christians around 
the world, whose Christmas 
celebrations are highlighted on 25 
December, the Swades begin their 
festivities long before this day and 
end them several weeks after that. 

Christmas festivities in Sweden 
begin on Advent, which also marks 
the beginning of the ecclesiastic 
year. Only a minority of the Swed- 
ish population attend church today, 
but on this first Sunday of Advent 
more peopfe visit Swedish chur- 
ches than any other time of the 
year. 

This first Sunday is also the day 
communities decorate their streets 
and sauares with wreaths, gar- 
lands, lights and Christmas trees. 


This is the day families also light 
the first of the candles lit on each of 
the four Sundays leading up to 
Christmas,” stated Mrs Lonnback, 
wife of the Swedish Ambassador to 
Jordan in an Interview held at the 
Swedish Embassy residence. The 
candles are decoratively set up in a 
special four-pronged candelabra 
and in some cases also used as 
pert of the house decorations. 

Following the Advent celebration 
is "Santa Lucia', which is cele- 
brated on 13 December. 

“This follows an old tradition 
from the heathen days, where it 
was celebrated at the darkest time 
of the year," stated His Excellency 
Lars Lonnback, Swedish Ambassa- 
dor to Jordan. St. Lucia was cele- 
brated long before Christendom 
came to Sweden. “It is not clear 
how it became a Christmas 
celebration as it relates to St. Lucia 
of Syracuse, a girl who sacrificed 
her own eyes by giving them to a 
blind man, 11 he addeoT 

Today St. Lucia's day is cele- 
brated In practically every Swedish 
home, community, office, school 
and club. A girl is chosen to repre- 


sent St. Lucia during the celebra- 
tion. Following the symbol of hope 
that light will return after the long 
winter darkness, the girl chosen to 
be a Lucla-girl is dressed in a white 
gown with a crown of candles in 
ner hair. She is accompanied by a 
train of white-clad attendants, with 
the girls wearing glitter in their heir 
and the boys wearing tall paper 
cones with stars on them, and 
some Christmas gnomes. They 
sing Lucia carols and serve coffee 
with the traditional saffron rolls, 
ginger biscuits and sometimes 
'glogg”, a mulled wine, to mark the 
occasion. 

Although modern-day Christmas 
customs Tn Sweden are very similar 
to those of other countries, Swed- 
ish Christmas was a feast to cele- 
brate the winter solstice long be- 
fore the country was Christianized. 
This has continued so that today 
Christmas Is the biggest and 
longest holiday of the year. 

The festivities to mark the occa- 
sion Involve numerous traditional 
activities and attributes. The most 
important attributes are the Christ- 
mas tree - introduced into Sweden 
from Germany In the 1700s. the 
Christmas meal and the visit of the 
"tomte" or Christmas gnome. 

Christmas Eve Is the height of the 
festivities. 

"It is a special time for every- 
one," said Mrs Lonnback. "It Is a 
day when no work is done other 
than cleaning the house and pre- 
paring traditional food for the 
Christmas feast," she added.

Christmas Day marks the second * 
day of the Christmas celebrations. 

"People gather In their respec- 
tive churches as early as 5.00 am 
or 6.00 am to celebrate and sing 
old hymns,” stated Mrs Lonnback. 
"It Is a day spent with the family." 

Christmas parties and get- 
togethers are left till 28th Decem- 
ber (Boxing Day). These follow 
through the holidays until mid- 
January. To mark the end of the 
Christmas celebrations, Twelfth 
Night or Epiphany (6th-7th January) 
Is celebrated in many homes in 
Sweden. School children are usual- 
ly still out of school and many 
parents take a holiday up until this 
time. 


A week after Twelfth Night, the 
Swedish celebrate the Knut Day. 
This Is a day people finally part with 
their Christmas trees. Traditionally 
upon removing the decorations, the 
tree is literally tossed out of the 
house or apartment. This final 
celebration is specially for children. 


It is Interesting to see how Ad- 
vent, St. Lucia, Christmas Day and 
the Knut Day all link together as 
one big festival of the year. It Is also 
interesting to see how not ell the 
events celebrated at this time have 
a religious background but 
nonetheless link well with the 
celebration of the birth of Christ. 
Although a lot of other traditions in 
Sweden have either faded or are no 
longer celebrated, it is good to see 
that an event, such as Christmas, is 
still celebrated in such a unique 
way.

Christmas-related customs and 
public celebrations run through 
December to January, covering all 


parts of Austria and including 
every household. 

On the Eve of 6th December, 
marking St Nicholas Day, a 
procession is held in some areas 
of Austria, usually in the country- 
side. "Lord Nicholas", accompa- 
nied by a "Lady Nichlas" tour the 
country’s streets, often accompa- 
nied by 15 to 20 children dressed 
in devilish outfits, sometimes also 
by a "Krampus" (female devil) and 
the "Habsrgelss" (a mythical ani- 
mal In various disguises, often 
with three legs). 

On this day a wreath is made 
with pine branches and four can- 
dles are placed on it. Each Sunday 
one candle is lit, until all are lit by 
the Sunday before Christmas Eve 
(24 December). Often people take 
the wreaths to the cemetery when 
they visit the tombs.

DEPUTIZING FOR His Royal 
Highness Crown Prince Has- 
san, Dr. Adnan Badran Indi- 
cated that, according to re- 
cent studies, the world’s ex- 
penditures on medicine in 
1995 would amount to $1.56 
trillion. The developed coun- 
tries, whose population reach 
22.4 per cent of the world total 
population, will spend $1211 
billion on medicine, which is 
86 per cent of the total ex- 
penditures on medical care. 
On the other hand, developing 
countries will, In 1995, spend 
only $350 billion on a total 
population reaching 77.6 per 
cent of the world total. 
Accordingty.the figure Is esti- 
mated at 14 per cent of the 
total costs of medical care In 
the world. 

The above analysis, he said, 
indicated that, in 1995, the 
average individual's expendi- 


tures on medicine would 
amount to $1530 per year in- 
developed countries, as 
opposed to $71 percent in the 
developing countries. 

In summary, the world's ex- 
penditure on medicines and 
drugs will amount to $144 
billion in 1985, of which de- 
veloped countries will spend 
$83 billion, and the balance 
$61 billion, Is to be spent by 
developing countries, said Dr. 
Badran. 

The Arab Union, he said, 
endeavours to continue in 
reaching Its objectives in 1) 
achieving Arab pharmaceutic- 
al scurity; 2) providing the 
Arab drugs at less costs and 
with better quality; 3) finding 
Arab common pharmaceutic- 
al markets; 4) working to- 
wards achieving economic in- 
tegrity In the Arab countries; 
5) offering members of the 


Union the necessary support 
and aid In industrial and tech- 
nical fields; and 6} working 
towards specialization in the 
drug groups and other types 
of drugB which Arab countries 
still import from overseas. 

To foster joint Arab action 
in the pharmaceutical indus- 
try, Dr. Badran outlined the 
following steps. 1) giving the 
absolute priority to the Arab 
drugs In the local and regional 
markets; 2) exchanging the 
expertise and the manpower 
among Arab countries; 3} 
transferring the advanced 
technologies, developing the 
nationalizing and conception 
of such technologies; 4) con- 
centrating on scientific re- 
search and collective efforts 
to fully utilize the Arab land's 
resources; 5) enhancing and 
developing the pharmaceutic- 


al regulatory bodies to estab- 
lish a central Arab laboratory 
for drug regulation; and 6) 
preparing the Arab code of 
conduct so aa to make it the 
constitution of judging the 
practices of Arab phar- 
maceutical companies.

An added worry for Somalia is that some

sure on Somalia to maintain its confronta- 
tion with Ethiopia and continue supporting 
Somali-based exiles. 

But in a reply of the Afghanistan- Pakis- 
tani standoff, Ethiopian forces have been 
building up pressure on the desert border 
with occasional imds inside the Somali terri- 
tory. Barre mellowed his opposition of 
Ethiopia and its protector, the Soviet Union, 
in recent months, apparently in an attempt 
to prevent further reprisal raids. Since he 
presided over a disastrous war with Ethio- 
pia m the Ogadon desert in 1977-78, Barre 
has indicated that he Is in no mood to lake 
on the better armed Ethiopians. 

Bul the refugees' presence is seen as a 
potential obstacle to a rnpprochment with 
Addis Ababa. In a recent interview, Barre 
told the British newspaper "The Indepen- 
dent" thal Ethiopia and Somalia were drain- 
ing each other's resources by continuing 
their quarrel. They should end the confron- 
tation, he said, "even if it makes us unpopu- 
lar In the short term." 

In a domestic reflection of his new conci- 
liatory mood, Barre released several key 
dissidents, Including leaders of the parami- 
litary opposition groups, the Somali National 
Movement (SNM) and the Somali Salvation 
Democratic Front (SSDF). Just as the 
process of democratization reflects an ea- 
sier mood in Mogadishu, the Somali capital, 
analysts point out that It highlights the risks 
for Barre. His foes are not likely to be pla- 
cated by concessions, which some of them 
dismiss as half-measures.

He looked again and he could feel the pain 
in his stomach and ribs, the soldiers were 
playing cards.

Blood still 
tasted like Arabian gum, but it was getting 
sour and dry. Others were brought in and 
were beatBn by every one in the room. He 
cried as an old man fell dose to him, his 
head-dress all muddy and wet.

He moved his aching body and held the 
old man's head between his arms and 
against his belly.

1 must have been having dinner with 
friends that evening. It was raining quietly 
outside. The storm was dying like many 
things around us. But some things never die. 
The pain for instance, the cold feeling inside 
one's stomach, that yearning of going back 
Into one's mother's womb, to bury one’s 
head and pretend to feel safe. 


As the night conquers all and the van- 
quished withdraw to regroup and bury the 
dead and the dying, as silent rain puts out the 
fires around the camps and only a strong 


burning smell remains, as mothers ex- 
hausted from weaplng over their dead 
offsprings give up before approaching 
sleepiness; one can only think of tomorrow: 
Who else shall die? The angry soldier buries 
his head Into his holy book looking for 
answers. Old men heave as the young write 
on the cell's walls their saga for posterity's 
sake.

THE SITUATION in ihe occupied 
Arab territories remained explosive 
on Wednesday, the eighth day of 
the Arab uprising against the Israeli 
occupation ana Israel radio said 
that Abdullah Abu Hossain, 17, 
who was injured three days earlier 


in a protest, died on Wednesday at 
the Askalan Hospital thus bringing 
the total number of Palestinians 
killed in the past eight days to 24. 


At least 376 Palestinians ware 
wounded in the bloody riots which 
swept through major towns and 
cities In the occupied West Bank 
and the Gaza Strip during the past 
week. 

Anti -occupation violent protests 
continued on Wednesday in the 
occupied territories and Israeli 
army forces stormed into hundreds 
of Palestinian houses In the towns 
and refugee camps of the Gaza 
Strip and detained more than 40Q 
Palestinians who took part in Tues- 
day’s protests against the Israeli 
occupation. 

Israeli radio also said on 
Wednesday that Arab students at 
Israeli universities organized de- 
monstrations In protest of the 
Israeli harsh measures in the occu- 
pied territories and clashes occur- 
red between the Arab and Israeli 
students resulting In the injury of 
seven Arab students and 18 Israeli 
students. 

A spokesman for the Palestine 
Liberation Organization claimed 
Wednesday that 40 people have 
been killed In the week of violence 
In the Israeli-occupied Gaza Strip 
and West Bank. 

The spokesman, Bassam Abu 
Sharif, also said an extra 1,000 
Israeli soldiers were rushed to 
Gaza Strip to "take part In the 
current massacre carried out 
against Palestinian people." The 
Israeli army says eight Arabs have 
been killed In Gaza and four on the 
West Bank. 

Abu Sharif said Palestinians 
staged demonstrations In the Weal 
Bank cities of Ramallah, Hebron 
and Nablus. He said Israeli forces 
Imposed a siege on Nablus and cut 
off phone communications to It. 
The spokesman, a top aide to PLO 
Chairman Yasser Arafat, said 432 
people have been wounded In the 
violence. The Israeli army says the 
figure Is 48. 

Israel’s army staged a major 
show of force in the occupied Gaza 
Strip on Wednesday, sending hun- 
dreds of soldiers and several tanks 
through Ihe streets of the largest

day. throwing stones at soldiers 
and burning tires. Soldiers kept out 
of the range of the stones, and 
tossed some of them back to the 
demonstrators.

Elsewhere in Gaza city, soldiers 
using crowbars and chains tied to 
the back of jeeps, forced open 
stores that were shuttered in a 
protest strike against the Israel 
army's shooting of demonstrators. 

On the other hand, Arab mer- 
chants In Jerusalem's walled old 
city on Wednesday shuttered their 
stores In protest after former De- 
fence Minister Ariel Sharon moved 
Into the heart of the city’s Muslim 
sector. 

Sharon said he moved to the old 
city to demonstrate that Jews can 
live anywhere in the territories 
occupied by Israel In the six-dav 
war. 1 

“The butcher of the Lebanon 
war, the blood-thirsty Sharon, Is 
taking a very dangerous, challeng- 
ing and Infuriating step, and that Is 
to dwell In the middle of the Islamic 
Arab city/' said the Mufti of Jeru- 
salem, Sheikh Saeddin Al Alami, 
the city s chief Islamic official. 

"We warn of the danger of the 
consequences, and the occurrence 
of events... no peace-loving person 
would like to happen," he said. 
Alami a son, Dr Ahmed Al Alami 
also a Muslim official, said, "the 
people are furious, seething and 
also scared." 


The Palestine Liberation Orga- 
nization representative In Bonn 
said Wednesday that Palestinians 
will resort to arms in the Israeli- 
occupied territories if conditions 
don’t improve there soon. 

Abdallah Frangi also criticized 
Israeli Industry Minister Ariel Shar- 
on's move to the Muslim quarter of 
Jerusalem as a "provocation.” "I 
am sure that Arab youths will suc- 
ceed one day in teaching Sharon a 
lesson,” Frangi told reporters. 

"If no solution can be found to 
the Palestinian problem, the degree 
of reaction will be completely diffe- 
rent In the coming year," Frangi 
said at a news conference. 

He warned that the PLO would 
activate "Its legitimate armed re- 
sistance" In the occupied territor- 
ies. "When people fearlessly go 
against a heavily armed occupation 
army, their, oppression must be 
unbearable and their despair enor- 
mous," Frangi said. 

Frangi called for Intervention by 
the United Nations, saying the 
occupied territories should be 
placed under the supervision of the 
world body. He also appealed to 
West German politicians of all par- 
ties "not to surrender Palestinians 
to the bullets of Israeli occupiers." 


On Tuesday, the West German 
foreign ministry expressed concern 
over the violence, and called on 
Israel to remember" its obligations 
as an occupying power." 

The anti-Israeli protests which 
erupted last Wednesday in the 
occupied territories were described 
by Israeli commentators as some of 
the worst since a wave of protests 
against Israel's expulsion of two 
West Bank mayors In 1980-198T. 

United Nations offcials described 
the protests as among the worst 
since Israel occupied the area In 
June 1907. 

The current round of violence 
was triggered by an incident last 
Tuesday In Gaza in which three 
Arabs were killed in a collision with 
an Israeli truck. Rumours spread 
through Gaza that the crash was 
deliberate and In revenge for the 
stabbing of an Israeli businessman 
three days earlier. Observers also 
attributed the unrest to anger over 
the high Palestinian casualty toll. 

Israeli Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir Tuesday was quoted as 
saying that he assumed tensions 


would relax in the territories and 
calm would return to the area.

The radio also quoted Israeli di- 
plomatic sources on Monday as 
saying that the current protests will 
last for several more days or even 
several weeks as they have ex- 
panded to include women, children 
and the elderlles In addition to 
students. 

In Gaza City, on Tuesday, about 
50 soldiers stormed into Shifa Hos- 
pital beating Arabs and detaining 
dozens after hours of confrontation 
in which soldiers fired repeated 
warning shots Into the air. 

The army cleared the hospital 
grounds of about 300 demonstra- 
tors and troops continued to patrol 
the surrounding roads. Tension In- 
creased when rumours spread that 
soldiers kept ambulances from tak- 
ing wounded Arabs to the hospital. 

A UN official said the escalation 
violence appeared due in part to 
harrassment by Israeli troops pat- 
rolling Gaza refugee camps. 

In two instances, soldiers tied 
blindfolded Palestinian boys to the 
hoods of their jeeps to prevent 
stone throwing as they toured the 
Jelazoun refugee camp, the official 
said. 

The Arab League on Tuesday 
Issued an urgent call to the United 
Nations to protect Palestinians In 
areas occupied by Israel since the 
1967 war. 

The league, at an emergency 
session which was requested by 
the PLO, condemned Israeli mas- 
sacres of Arabs and Palestinians 
during the violent protests.
